resu lt o f Demo cratic po licies. This is 
the disheartening sequ el to the tariff 
legislatio n which was go ing to free 
indu stry , to u pbu ild o u r manu fact­ 
u res, instill efficiency into o u r capi­ 
talists and artisans, and mo st lo u d­ 
ly tru mpeted claim o f all, was go ing 
to redu ce the qpst o f liv ing. The De­ 
mo cratic P arty declared in its plat­ 
fo rm : 
“The high co st o f liv ing is a seri­ 
o u s pro blem in ev ery American ho me. 
The Repu blican Party in its platfo rm 
attempts to escape fro m respo nsibi­ 
lity f° r present co nditio ns by deny ­ 
ing they are du e to a pro tectiv e tariff 
We take issu e with them o n this su b­ 
ject and charge that ex cessiv e prices 
resu lt in a large measu re fro m the 
high tariff laws enacted and main­ 
tained by the Repu blican Party and 
fro m tru sts and co mmercial co nspir­ 
acies fo stered and 
enco u raged by 
su ch laws and we assert 
that 
no 
su bstantial relief can be secu red fo r 
the peo ple u ntil impo rt du ties o n the 
necessaries o f life are materially re- 
du eed and these criminal co nspiracies 
bro ken u p.” 
What was it the President meant 
when in his speech o f acceptance he 
assu red u s that tariff changes wo u ld 
he made “o nly at su ch a rate and in 
su ch a way as wo u ld least interfere 
with the no rmal and healthfu l co u rse 
o f bu siness” ? 
Was no t this a pro m­ 
ise that changes wo u ld be made o nly 
after stu dy and deliberatio n? 
Was 
it no t a pledge that where radical 
changes were necessary they wo u ld 
be bro u ght abo u t in a way which 
wo u ld enable indu stries affected to 
adju st themselv es 
to the 
change. 
Was it no t a pro mise to the American 
peo ple that the o ld metho d o f fram ­ 
ing tariff laws wo u ld he av o ided and 
that ev en if the Tariff Co mmissio n 
idea were no t to he ado pted hv his 
party , at least whatev er was do ne 
wo u ld he acco mplished in ju st as effi­ 
cient a way as the Tariff Co mmissio n 
wo u ld he ex pected to perfo rm its 
wo rk ? 
It is an insu lt to the integrity o f 
o u r bu siness interests to ev en in­ 
sinu ate that when they are permitted 


to ex press their v iews and present 
their griev ances to Co ngress, when 
it is preparing a tariff bill, these 
men are all go ing to he gu ilty o f 
lo bby ing o r u sing impro per o r u ndu e 
influ eifv e 
with Co ngress. 
To take 
his v iew is to indict the repu tatio n 
fo r ho nesty o f pu rpo se o f the en 
tire bu siness co mmu nity o f America 
md becau se so me interests hav e re­ 
po rted to impro per metho ds in the 
past, that is no ju stificatio n fo r hav ­ 
ing practically clo sed the do o r to 
>u r 
merchants 
and manu factu rer* 
when they so u ght to ex plain their 
v iews to the co mmittees o f Co ngress 
which were preparing the tariff 1 
The bill was ru shed thro u gh the 
Ho u se o f Representativ es, 1 sho u ld 
say steam-ro llered, if that were no t 
a term 
the 
recent 
significance o f 
which we wo u ld prefer to fo rget, and 
when it reached the Senate, altho u gh 
there was a stro ng mino rity o f the 
Senate which believ ed that the Sen­ 
ate Finance Co mmittee sho u ld ho ld 
general hearings, ev en this co nsid­ 
eratio n was denie« ! and ev ery po ss­ 
ible effo rt made by the administra­ 
tio n fo rces to co mpel speedy actio n, 
whether s|>ee» l 
meant inju stice o r 
no t; and this is the way in which we 
bro u ght abo u t changes “at su ch a 
rate and in su ch a way as to inter­ 
fere with the no rmal and healthfu l 
co u rse o f bu siness.” 
This is o nly 
ano ther ev idence o f the attempts to 
carry o n “go v ernment by rheto ric.” 


I am no t defending the manner in 
which tariff bills hav e been prepared 
in the past, bu t nev er has any been 
sent to the co u ntry as the resu lt o f 
ess ex pert kno wledge in co mmittee 
and in 
Co ngress than the present 
o ne. 
Nev er has the clo tu re o f the 


mucus been so rigo ro u sly .,„emplo y ed 
to carry o u t the u ndev elo ped kno w­ 
ledge o f a few men o n a great qu es­ 
tio n than in this ease. Is it any wo n- 
ler that the resu lts hav e been instan- 
aneo u sly disastro u s? 
Here are the 
figu res that reco rd the u nsteady gait 
o f the New Freedo m as it wends its 
way to the land o f po litical no where.

The changes made in the Wilso n- 
nderwo o d Tariff Bill were predicat­ 
ed o n the theo ry that redu ctio ns in 
the tariff wo u ld pro du ce co rrespo nd­ 
ing redu ctio ns in the co st o f liv ing, 
las the co st o f liv ing been redu ced? 
f so , in what particu lar respects? 
Take the different co mmo dities that 
enter into daily co nsu mptio n o f the 
family and see if, instead o f redu c­ 
tio ns hav ing taken place, there has 
no t been an av erage increase. 


The great difficu lty o f the Demo ­ 
cratic po sitio n is this—that it cither 
knew, when it was claiming it co u ld

Its farmers ev idently wo rked in the 
belief that by placing u po n the free 
list the pro du cts o f the farm it was 
go ing to redu ce the co st o f these 
pro du cts to the co nsu mer. 
It has 
failed to <lo this, bu t its eo prse ha 
pro du ced ano ther and terrible inju ry

prices o f which o u r farmers as 
ru le canno t co mpete.

The principal reaso n i 
that the co nditio n o f liv ing in Ameri­ 
ca is an entirely different co nditio n 
fro m that o f Eu ro pean and So u th 
American co u ntries. 
There the farm 
life is dru dgery 
and menial labo r; 
here farming is a dignified indu stry . 
The farmer o f America is a man o f 
mo ment an» l tho se who wo rk fo r him 
hqv e no reaso n bu t to believ e that 
they are fo llo wing a u sefu l and ho n­ 
o rable v o catio n, and they are paid 
wages that ju stify their acting u p to 
this repu tatio n. 


One o f o u r great eco no mic pro b­ 
lems o f the past ten y ears has been 
to find a way to indu ce mo re peo ple 
to take a 
deep interest in farming 
ife, especially in the Eastern States. 
What indu cement is o ffered to peo ple 
to enter this life and repo pu late the 
abando ned farms if their pro du cts 
ire go ing to he placed in co mpetitio n 
with the mo re cheaply pro du ced pro - 


l u c t s o f 
o ther, 
co u ntries? 
So me 
>eo ple imagine that tariff’s are made 
>nly to pro tect manu factu rers and 
manu factu red articles. 
The fact is 
that o u r pro tectiv e tariff sy stem has 
limed to pro tect the interests o f all 
rinds o f 
indu stry and labo r, and 
there is no mo re essential element o f 
o u r indu strial life than farming. Let 
u s see the immediate resu lts o f ex ­ 
po sing

ralu c hav e risen, in the jierio d fro m 
Octo ber to Febru ary , fro m $139 ,760 
to $4,050,213; o ats, fro m $11,704 to 
$5,028 ,405; bu tteV fro m $322,309 to 
-'1,033,759 : po tato es, fro m $8 4,641 
0 $1,478 ,8 19 ; impo rtatio ns o f ani­ 
mals, principally cattle, fro m $5,- 
364,523 to $18 ,534,9 50, bu t the eo n- 
u mer is pay ing a s a ride mo re than 
4o did befo re.

After this rev iew o f the mo st far- 
reaching acts and jwdio ies o f the pre­ 
sent administratio n are we no t ju sti- 
ied in co nclu ding that the effect o f 
these po licies are, and will co ntinu e 
to lie, ju dicial to the interests o f the 
Vmerican peo ple?

o rget that in o rder to acco mplish a 
icto ry in the eo ngressio nal electio ns
